paying him many high and great complimeats on the difintercfted gene- 
rofity, humanity, and the other numerous and exalted qualities which a- 
dorned his private charaéter, and naturally to be expected from his noble 
an! illuftrious family and connections—returning his Grace their moft 
fervent thanks for his ready compliance, i confequence of the requeft of 
that Houfe, and the arderit withes of the ration, with the command of 
his Majefty, to bring forward a fyftem of ommercial intercourfe and ad- 
juttment between this country and Great Britain, hoping that the fur- 
ther confideration of a final fettlement fhodld be purfued in the next fe 
fion of Parliamént, fo that an equal, juft, ind permanent fyftem for the 
mutual benefit of both countrics, might beeftablifheds and after paying 
him, a variety of compliments on ‘his delicaty in conduéting the bafinefs, 
and on feveral other accounts, breathing their ardent withes that his 
Grace might long continue in the government this. kingdom.

to exprefs his affent to the addrefs. 

Mr Forbes, after making fome allufions to the former debate, on the 
motion of a Right Hon. Gentleman (Mr Orde) for leave to bring ia his 
bill, declared it was with pain he rofe, on the. prefent occafion, to vote ; 
againft an addrefs he wifhed to confider as perfonal to the Viceroy. He 
did. not with to difturb the harmony of debate,-and fhould not on that ace 
count now rife, did. he not think every gentleman called upon to oppate 

the renewal of the late ruinous fyftem, He could not, he faid, approve 
of the addrefs, as it held out a new negociation between this country and 
Great Britain, and was convinced every negociation muft be difadvantas , 
cous to us, as we could never treaton equal terms with Great Britain. 

"The addrefs was then read through, paragraph by paragraph, and a- 
greed to without a divifion, ‘The clerk was jut reading the title of it,

: Mr Grattan, who was not prefent at the former readings, being but 
juft then come into the Houfe, requefted to know if the addrefs was in- 
‘tended to pay a perfonal compliment to the Duke of Rutland, and had 
no reference to the Propofitions ? Mr Grattan receiving 10 anfwer, then | 
defired the clerk fhould read the laft claufe, which he had no fooner done, 
than : : 

Sir . Parnel, after paying fome compliments to Oppofition faid, that 
the addrefs referred to the Propofitions, as it was proper to give the peo- 
ple an opportunity of examining them, ‘The intereft of the people was 
concerned ; they dhould not therefore be precluded from looking into their 
merits.

‘That the faét was fo, he believed no gentleman would deny. If we thould

our treatics, unlcefS we could call the treaties of Gredt Britain ours, which 
privilege could be only acquired by an adjuftment of trade with her? As 
for him, he thought this country could not ftand without the affittance of

“Ed fo eflential a part of his duty, it would be a proper fubjeét of Parlia- 
méntary enquiry! It would not be a fubjoc&t of fubmifGou_ on the part of 
this kingdom, but a fubject of Parliamentary vengeance on the Minifter. 
‘The fyftem, lately exploded, not only would deprive tis covntry, of its 
commerce, and all future profpeét of having any, but take away that 
without wich no commerce can profper—take away the conititution. 
Were we to lofe that, then indeed-would all the imaginary inabilities 
which the Hon. Baronet ftated, really have exiftence, Tere Great Bris 
tain, by enacting of thofe Propofitions into a law, again to a¢quire a 
power of reétifying our trade, we fhould quickly feel a return of all our 
former miferies—we fhould feel that without a free corftitution, every 
commercial fyftem muft be fallacious. Of this Portugal was a proofs 
Did the Englith Minifters, when they aflumed a right of exercifing the 
fame external legiflation they would with to attain, by means of the late 
fy{tem, include this kingdom in the benefits of their commercial treaties 
with that country? If they-had, would our merchandige have met the 
reception they did at Lifbon? , 
Another argument from the new fyftem had been drawn from the 
proteétion we are faid to obtain from the Englith navy... ‘That that pro- 
teétion was of right, and not of favour, he proved by a multitude of ar- 
gumcants, and demonftrated, that by the nature of the compexion and com 
pact between the two. kingdoms, England could not refute fuch protection 
without abdicating Ireland, It was the pecsogarre of, the Lith Crown 
to have a claim to the preteétion of theinglilh navy. We were under 
one Sovereign with England. We manned the navy of that couatry. 
We maintained a body of land forces, as an equivalent for the fiypport of 
their fleets—We had the fame intereft with them.—Why were we not 
allowed to maintain av Irith navy? Was it not leit it thould feem as_ if 
we drove a f2parate intercft from Great Britain?. The Hon. Bavonet’s 
fuppofition, that we had, without the affitance of England, no otherre- 
medy but fubmiffion, fhould we be attacked, was indeed a. reproach 
truly.—It was making us lefs than men, incapacitated by natore, fro 
thinking, or aéting for ourfelves.
